The Capital Budget Overview was presented by Assistant CIty Hanager
Byron Marshall. Bill Stockton, Director of Public Works and - *
Transportastion, discussed and illustrated vith slides Capital
Improvements Planning. -Debt management Issues vere presented by '
Bill Newman. Bill Stockton then talked about Public Works snd -
Building Services.
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‘John Dandridge Jr., Director of Brackenridge Hospital, presented
information on the proposed 1991-92 budget for Brackenridge
Hospital. Manuel Mollinedo, Parks and Recreation Director,
highlighted his budget by listing the renovations, roof repairs,
restoration and nev swvimming pool, as well as ball fields needed.

The Environmental and Conservation Services proposed CIP budgst vas
presented by Austan Librach, Director of the Department. He also
outlined possible land acquisition in the Barton Creek Vatershed.

Director okaibraries, Brenda Braneh, shoved charts reletink to the
library budget and also discussed roof repairs needed and unfunded
projects.

Fire Chief Bill Roberts told Council they have only one project this
year and that is $1.8 million for a joint-use training facility with
the Austin Police Department. Concerning unfunded needs, Chief
Roberts said there is dire need in three areas: Burleson-Drosset;
S.8. 71-Fletcher; and Foremost-Congress, for a total of $8.5
million.

John Moore, Director of Electric Utility, vent over his proposed
budget and said there will not be a bond sale. Randy Goss, Director
of Water and Vastevater said his budget equals $65.4-million.
Highlights are included in the report in the City Clerk’s offica.

Convention Center Director Sam Driggs outlined needed improvements
for Palmer Auditorium and their cost. He also discussed
complation of the new convention center. The Capital program for
aviation vas presented by Charles Gates, Director of Aviation.
Emphasis, he said, ia on safety and rehabilitation plens.

Becky Gadell, Public Informetion Officer. highlighted their budglt
and ansvered several questions.
